POLICE ARE NON-PLUSSED

Circum ­ 


stances surrounding the shooting arc 


decidedly puzzling and the police are 
on the qui vive as a result. 
Not in the history of the local police 
lias an injured man acted so strangely 
as Bailey. 
He Mas avowed to several 
people that he was shot accidentally 
while in company wfth George South­ 
all, another colored man, but further 
than that he will not speak a word. 
Officer McDerm ott made an attempt to 
get him to tell of his wound, hut he 
stubbornly refused to make any state­ 
ment whatever. 
To a News Review 
reporter he also refused to speak, arid 
on two occasions ho made it conven­ 
ient to be 
absent from home upon 
the visits of Chief W ym an to 
His 
home. 
Declaring that the accident occurred, 
but refusing absolutely to give any fur­ 
ther explanation, Bailey 
has 
placed 
him self in a queer position. 
About the time he acknowledges tie­ 
ing shot two unknown men were shot 
at nine times by C. B. Bowers, Hie 
story of which appears elsewhere ia 
these columns. 
According to Bowers, 
Bailey is a frequenter of his place an I 
was in the saloon late last evening. 
He, however, says that he does not 
think Bailey was one of the men at 
whom he shot. 
Bowers also says it 
was so dark lie could not recognize I 
either of the men. 
B ailey was attended by Dr. Elliott, 
who declines to make any statem ent' 
of the affair. 
The physician would n o t, 
state even his opinion as to the size j 
of the bullet.

itemized below for competent, e x p e r ­ 
ienced, licensed engineers for one year 
after date of this agreement. 
"F irs t— The minimum wage shall he 
$2.f>o per day for day engineer and $2 
per night for night 
engineers. 
The 
present hours and working conditions 
to remain the same. 
"Second— W here wages are higher 
than the minimum they shall not Ic 
reduced. 
"T h ird — The International Union of 
Steam Engineers No. 1*19, of East L iv ­ 
erpool, O., pledges itself to promote 
the interests of the parties 
to 
this 
agreement and to continue the present 
amicable relations between employer 
and employe, to observe engine room 
regulations,
